Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1971?  information  for  the  previous  four 
years  is  included  so  that  it  is  possible  to  compare  conditions  over  the  past 
five  years. 

I  am  rather  intrigued  as  to  how  the  Registrar-General  estimates  mid-year 
population,  which  is  slightly  less  than  the  census  population  in  April  1971 »  taking 
into  consideration  that  98  additional  dwellings  are  now  on  the  rate  books.  One 
would  have  thought  that  the  additional  dwellings  would  have  increased  the  population 
by  something  like  275  persons  on  average  rather  than  a  slight  reduction.  It  is 
interesting  to  compare  the  statistics  on  Table  1  which  shows  the  number  of  births 
to  be  slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  that  the  birth  rate  in  Tottington 
is  nearly  double  the  average  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

It  will  be  noted  that  deaths  from  all  causes  were  11.2  per  thousand 
population,  which  again  is  less  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  so  that 
the  combination  of  birth  rate  being  high  and  death  rate  being  low  means  that  the 
population  is  a  growing  one  and  that  the  area  is  a  good  one  to  live  in  from  a 
health  point  of  view. 

Once  again  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  which  is  a 
good  indicator  of  the  care  provided  for  mother  and  baby  at  this  time. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  there  were  few  in  number,  the  largest 
single  one  being  for  measles  but  of  no  major  import. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Department  have  recently  published  the 
building  programme  for  health  centres  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  new  health  centres  in  Wesley  Street,  Tottington,  and  at 
Holcombe  Brook,  will  be  in  the  197^/75  financial  year.  I  would  have  hoped  that 
these  projects,  especially  the  one  in  Wesley  Street,  could  have  been  started  in 
an  earlier  year  so  that  it  would  be  certain  to  be  completed  and  available  for  the 
use  of  Tottington  residents  soon  after  the  change  over  in  April,  197^« 

With  the  approach  of  local  government  reorganisation  it  is  imperative  to 
retain  the  services  and  expertise  of  the  public  health  inspectors  as  a  group  and 
that  their  services  to  the  public  should  be  retained  as  at  present.  I  also  feel 
that  our  representatives  should  make  quite  certain  that  this  service  remains 
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locally  based  and  is  not  centralised  in  some  large  block  of  offices.  It  is 
absolutely  vital  to  the  well-being  of  the  area  that  public  health  inspectors 
should  give  a  service  to  the  public  at  large  and  should  be  easily  accessible 
to  the  public  and  not  hidden  away  in  some  isolated  corner. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  especially  that  of  Mr.  Kellett,  and  would  again  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support.

Social  Conditions  of  District 


The  area  is  primarily  rural  in  character©  The  centres  of  population 
and  industry  are  concentrated  in  five  villages  and  two  hamlets©  Outside 
these  centres  are  established  mainly  dairy  farming  and  smallholding©  The 
industries  in  the  district  include  Weaving  and  finishing  of  cloth,  packing 
case  making,  the  re  “-conditioning  of  machinery,  re-wiring  of  electric  motors, 
the  preparation  of  industrial  waxes,  the  manufacture  of  clothing  and  the 
manufacture  of  carpets  and  blinds© 

There  is  considerable  development  as  a  residential  area,  particularly 
in  Greenmount  and  Tottington,  this  trend  continued  during  the  period,  new 
houses  were  completed,  as  follows:-  1966  -  192;  1967  ■=*  101;  1968  -  193, 

1969  -  291;  1970  -  375;  1971  -  153;  a  total  of  1,305. 
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SECTION  B  -  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 


SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  is 
the  responsible  authority  for  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  local  health 
services  such  as  Child  Welfare,  Mental  Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and 
Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery,  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  are  administered  under  the 
Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Committee  No.  12 
from  headquarters  in  Bury.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is,  in  addition, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Patients  are  admitted 
without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  responsible  for  the  remainder  of  local 
health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters  likely  to  affect  our  standards 
of  environmental  health.  These  services  include :- 

Control  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  food  poisoning);  Examination  of 
Water  Supplies;  Control  of  food  and  food  preparing  premises  (including 
the  sampling  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  other  foodstuffs  for  bacteriological 
examination);  Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public  sanitary 
conveniences;  Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human 
habitation;  Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances;  The  prevention  of 
atmospheric  pollution;  Control  of  rat,  mouse  and  insect  infestations; 

Control  of  cleansing,  disposal  of  refuse  and  sewage;  Control  of  offices 
and  shops. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice-cream  and  samples  of  other  foods,  and 
the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is  undertaken  without  charge  to  the 
Council  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Withington  Hospital,  Manchester. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  food  and  water  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst, 
Preston,  on  a  fee  paying  basis.

Mr®  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

No  changes  took  place  in  the  staff  position  during  the  year,  Mr,  A.L. 
Iiayhurst,  Public  Health  Inspector,  performing  full  time  duties  at  Tottington. 
As  and  when  required  other  members  of  the  Ramsbottom  staff  carried  out  duties 
in  the  district,  including  work  on  smoke  control  areas  by  Mr.  W.  Savage, 
Technical  Assistant, 

During  the  year  the  Council  dealt  with  three  clearance  areas  involving 
thirty  two  houses  and  a  shop  in  Wesley  Street  using  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
procedure,  this  paving  the  way  for  the  third  phase  of  a  housing  development 
scheme.  There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  in  the  area  which  are  listed  as 
likely  to  be  unfit,  but  on  completion  of  the  Affetside  sewerage  scheme  a 
considerable  number  could  be  made  fit.  The  Affetside  and  district  water 
scheme  has  enabled  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  houses  to  be  connected  to  the 
mains  supply. 

Smoke  control  has  progressed  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Three  areas  are 
in  operation  covering  five  hundred  and  forty  six  acres  and  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty-four  premises.  No.  4  area  has  been  submitted  for  approval 
and  the  survey  of  No.  5  area  was  commenced.  It  is  hoped  to  have  submitted 
areas  No.  6  and  No.  7  before  the  1st  April  1974,  thus  making  the  whole  of  the 
district  smoke  controlled. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  have  made  further  progress  in 
respect  of  the  Affetside  &  district  sewerage  scheme  having  reached  the  design 
stage  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  mains  sewers  available  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  refuse  collection  service  had  a  further  increase  in  work  load,  but 
with  full  staff  can  provide  a  weekly  service,  except  for  holiday  periods. 

Heavy  demands  have  been  made  on  the  "free  collection  service"  for  bulky  house¬ 
hold  articles,  and  there  have  been  delays  in  collection. 

Sampling  for  Brucellosis  in  milk  continued  during  the  year  and  explana¬ 
tory  details  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  included  in  the  Rate 
Demand  Notices.  A  number  of  local  farmers  have  now  become  accredited 
producers  with  brucella  free  herds,  a  welcome  trend. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  lively  interest  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  public 
health,  and  for  the  support  that  they  have  given  to  the  Department.  The 
willing  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  &  C,E„Oe,  and  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  in  the 
day  to  day  routine  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


1 o  Water  Supply 

The  mains  supply  is  provided  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  and  serves  the 
villages  of  Tottington,  Walshaw,  Greenmount,  Hawkshaw,  Affetside  and  Four 
Lane  Ends. 

The  more  isolated  farm  properties  are  dependent  upon  private  supplies. 

Topographically  the  majority  of  the  private  supplies  in  the  area  are 
unsatisfactory,  being  liable  to  pollution,  and  this  is  increased  by  the  crude 
construction  of  collecting  tanks  and  storage  tanks,  many  of  which  are  in¬ 
adequately  protected  against  contamination. 

The  majority  of  private  supplies  are  unfit  bacteriologically ,  some 
eighty  separate  sources  have  been  in  use.  These  have  been  considerably 
reduced  during  the  last  year  due  to  mains  connections.  In  all  cases  of 
unsatisfactory  results  the  occupiers  of  houses  supplied  from  these  sources 
have  been  warned  in  writing  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  boil  all  water  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

In  October  1970  a  mains  water  supply  became  available  to  the  whole  of 
the  rural  part  of  the  area  and  the  delivery  of  water  by  tank  trailer  ceased 
in  October  1970,  and  a  total  of  135  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
public  main.

Grants  -  Common  Service  Pipes  -  Housing  Act,  1964,  Section  94 

The  Council  pay  a  grant  up  to  a  maximum  of  £15,  or  half  the  cost, 
whichever  is  the  least,  towards  the  cost  of  installing  separate  water  service 
pipeso  During  the  period  9  grants  were  made  at  a  total  cost  of  £151. 

20  Sewerage  and  Drainages 

The  main  sewerage  system  serves  the  villages  of  Tottington,  Greenmount, 
Hawkshaw  and  Walshaw,  These  sewers  discharge  into  the  sewerage  system  of 
the  County  Borough  of  Bury  and  all  sewage  is  treated  at  their  works »  A 
small  number  of  properties  in  the  Greenmount  area  discharge  into  the 
Ramsbottom  U0DeC0  sewer  system,,  Parts  of  Greenmount,  the  village  of 
Affetside,  the  hamlets  of  Four  Lane  Lnds  and  Three  lane  Ends  along  with  out¬ 
lying  property  to  the  west  of  the  District,  are  without  a  sewerage  system. 

The  Council  have  appointed  consultants  to  carry  out  a  feasibility  study  for 
the  Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends,  Cann  Street,  Harwood  Road  and  Bradshaw  Road 
areas,  with  a  view  to  connection  to  the  main  sewer  system.  The  consultants 
have  now  reached  the  design  stage  and  it  is  hoped  that  sewers  will  be 
available  in  the  next  year  or  so. 

The  great  majority  of  properties  in  the  unsewered  areas  have  pail 
closets,  some  1l8  in  number,  which  are  emptied  by  the  Cleansing  Department 
weekly,  but  69  premises  have  septic  tanks  of  one  type  or  another.  The 
regular  emptying  of  septic  tanks  is  likely  to  increase  as  new  plant  is 
installed.  Septic  tanks  are  emptied  as  required,  free  of  charge  (once  per 
year),  the  special  machine  for  this  purpose  being  hired  from  Ramsbottom 
UeD,C,  Due  to  additional  work  on  this  machine,  Ramsbottom  U»D0Co  have  given 
notice  of  termination  of  the  use  of  this  machine.  Alternative  arrangements 
have  to  be  made. 


There  are  in  addition  some  40  waste  water  closets  situated  mainly  in 
the  villages  of  Tottington  and  Walshaw,

(b)  Conversions, 

Two  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the 
period .  To  encourage  this  type  of  conversion  the  Council  offer  a  grant  of 
50>i?  of  the  cost,  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £16,  payable  to  the  owner  on 
completion  of  the  work  if  this  is  carried  out  with  the  Council's  approval. 
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3c  Public  Cleansings 


The  cleansing  of  the  district  is  organised  on  a  weekly  basis.  The 
Council  provide  two  vehicles*  a  23  cu.  yd.  Pore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  hydraulic 
packing  mechanism,  and  a  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle.  The  smaller  vehicle 
carries  a  crew  of  three  men  and  collects  from  outlying  areas.  The  larger 
vehicle  carrying  a  crew  of  six  men  is  employed  emptying  bins  only  from  the 
larger  villages.  Maintenance  of  these  vehicles  is  carried  out  by  the 
S.E0L0N9E.C.  Transport  Authority  (Northern  Division)  and  the  willing  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Manager,  Mr.  J0  Mort,  and  his  staff  is  acknowledged. 

During  the  period  under  review,  due  to  housing  development  and  intro¬ 
duction  of  smoke  control  areas,  the  number  of  dustbins  to  be  emptied  has 
risen  from  4,836  to  5,205.  Staffing  difficulties  over  a  number  of  years 
resulted  in  the  Council  introducing  a  Bonus  Scheme  in  1966.  The  staff,  2 
drivers  and  7  ashbinmen,  manage  to  deal  with  the  work  load,  maintaining  a 
weekly  collection,  except  for  holiday  periods  and  during  extreme  winter 
conditions. 

The  Council  make  a  free  issue  of  paper  sacks  to  all  householders  during 
the  two  local  holiday  weeks  and  at  Christmas. 

A  free  collection  service  for  bulky  household  articles  was  commenced  in 
April,  1970,  and  is  well  used.  The  Department  have  found  difficulties  in 
maintaining  this  service  despite  overtime. 

Action  has  been  taken  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  for  the  removal 
of  abandoned  motor  vehicles.  Cars  are  disposed  of  on  request  for  a  fee  of  £2. 
A  charge  of  £5  is  made  when  owners  who  have  abandoned  cars  are  traced. 

f 

The  department  empties  weekly  a  total  of  approximately  5,203  dustbins 
and  1l8  pail  closets,  in  addition  to  periodically  emptying  septic  tanks. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  at  the  Ramsbottom  U0D0C0  tip,  the  Council  paying 
according  to  an  agreed  formula.  The  Ramsbottom  and  Tottington  U.D.Cs.  are 
exploring  the  future  disposal  of  refuse  through  No.  10  Group  of  the  Standing 
Conference  of  North  West  Authorities,  of  which  they  are  members.  A 
feasibility  study  was  completed  during  the  year,  but  the  Group  failed  to 
reach  an  agreement  with  the  Dept,  of  the  Environment.  The  Councils  of 
Heywood,  Littleborough,  Wardle,  Whitefield  and  Whitworth  withdrew  from  the 
Group,  and  eventually  the  Group  ceased  to  function.  Existing  tipping 
facilities  will  last  until  1st  April  1974,  but  at  that  time  alternative 
facilities  will  be  needed.  The  appropriate  working  party  has  been  made 
aware  of  the  urgency  of  providing  an  alternative  disposal  point. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  is  discharged  into  a  manhole  on  the  main 
sewerage  system,  being  collected  by  a  septic  tank  and  gully  emptying  machine 
hired  from  Ramsbottom  U.D.C.  This  service  is  to  cease  in  1972  and  alter¬ 
native  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made. 

Dustbins  to  B.S.S.  792,  cu.yd.  are  supplied  by  the  Council,  if 
requested,  on  repayment  at  cost  price  without  added  delivery  charges. 

Premises  are  normally  provided  with  dustbins  by  either  owners  or  occupiers. 

A  total  of  105  bins  were  sold  during  1971. 
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Street  sweeping  and  snow  clearance  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor, 
Mr.  P.H,  Masters.

5»  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

No  visits  were  made  to  factories  during  the  period  in  regard  to  boiler 
plant.  The  problem  of  smoke  emissions  has  largely  been  associated  with 
hand-fired  Lancashire  Boilers,  these  are  being  replaced  by  oil-fired  boilers. 

Approved  type  fire  grates  in  all  new  houses  are  now  required  under  the 
Building  Regulations,  1965. 

Tottington  U.D.C.  is  one  of  the  official  "black  area"  authorities. 
Tottington  U.D.C.  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Clean  Air  Council 
and  the  South-East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for 
the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

In  1967  the  Council  approved  a  comprehensive  smoke  control  area 
programme,  the  district  being  divided  into  seven  proposed  smoke  control  areas. 
Subject  to  financial  requirements  it  was  proposed  to  aim  at  a  completion  date 
by  1975®  It  is  hoped  by  combining  Areas  6  and  7  to  have  submitted  the  last 
smoke  control  orders  for  confirmation  before  the  1st  April  1974. 

The  first  smoke  control  area,  No.  1,  covering  the  southern  end  of  the 
district  and  involving  944  premises,  and  covering  I32  acres,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  December  1968.  The  No.  2  area  covering  Walshaw  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1970;  this  involves  347  premises  and  covers 
110  acres.  No.  3  area,  comprising  793  premises  and  covering  304  acres, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July  1971®  No.  4  area  was  surveyed  in  1971 
and  submitted  for  approval  the  operative  date  to  be  1st  November  1972®  The 
survey  of  No.  5  area  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

A  Smoke  Control  Assistant  was  appointed  in  September  1969*  to  carry  out 
duties  in  connection  with  smoke  control  areas.  This  was  a  joint  appointment 
with  the  Ramsbottom  U.D.C. 
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A  volumetric  and  sulphur-di-oxide  recorder  has  been  in  operation  during 
the  period  at  the  Town  Hall,  This  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry.  The  results 
obtained  on  this  instrument  are  appended  below,  and  show  an  interesting 
comparison  over  the  five  years  period.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


The  majority  of  houses  situated  in  the  main  villages  are  constructed  of 
stone,  usually  in  short  terracesc  These  houses  are  substantially  sound, 
lacking  only  facilities  such  as  hot  water  supplies,  bathroom  and  interior 
sanitation,,  In  many  of  these  houses  the  facilities  have  been  provided 
since  the  properties  were  constructed  but  many  houses  still  lack  them.  It 
is  hoped  that  more  owners  will  take  advantage  of  the  system  of  grants 
available  to  provide  these  facilities,  A  large  area  of  more  recent  develop¬ 
ment  is  situated  in  the  village  of  Greenmount,  in  Walshaw,  in  Tottington 
centre,  and  a  small  area  at  Hawkshaw,  being  mainly  larger  type  semi-detached 
or  detached  houses  and  bungalows  of  good  quality  which  have  all  the  required 
facilities.  Considerable  housing  development  is  continuing  in  the  area  of 
the  Urban  District.  The  property  in  the  more  outlying  districts  is  mainly 
stone  built  cottage  type  constructed  in  small  folds  or  blocks  usually  lacking 
a  sewer  and  proper  water  supply.  f'iains  water  is  now  available  to  a  large 
part  of  this  area,  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  will  not  be  long  delayed. 
This  will  enable  many  of  these  sub-standard  properties  to  be  brought  up  to 
standard  using  improvement  grants. 

A  few  pockets  of  property  exist  where  there  is  disrepair  and  these  may 
require  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  for  clearance;  this  is  however  not  a 
major  problem. 

There  remain  in  the  area  some  ninety  five  houses  which  are  likely  to  be 
unfit;  of  these  at  least  some  sixty-six  are  likely  to  be  suitable  for  making 
fit. 

In  1969  the  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  as  the  Authorised 
Officer,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  in  connection  with  the  issuing  of 
Qualification  Certificates. 

During  the  period  the  Council  dealt  with  three  Clearance  Areas.  The
